The reve- 
nue feature is divided, it is 
said, into three parts to prevent 
a consolidation of those forces 
which always fight revenue 
bills.

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took place in Eufaula late to- 
day for the purpose of protest- 
ing against letters written by 
Mrs. Lillian Maugans, republi- 
can postmistress at Eufaula for 
the past four months, in whieh 
it is alleged a slur was cast up- 
on the dead of the Confedera- 
cy. The letters were publish- 
ed in Ohio and Eufaula news- 
papers. 

According to D, M. Brannon, 
chief of police at Eufaula, the 
mass meeting was called by the 
United Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, the federated wom- 
en’s clubs, the Daughters of 
the American Revolution. and 
virtually every other organiza- 
tion in the city. 

“Slur On Confederate Dead.” 

The letter which Mrs. Mau- 
gans wrole according to P. D. 
Doughtie, city clerk of Eufau- 
la, contained a slur on the 
“confederate dead who lie un- 
der the sod of the southland 
and everywhere.” Mrs. Mau- 
fans recently went to the na- 
tional cemetery at Anderson- 
ville, he said, where some one 
some time before had painted 
one of the tombstones a bright 
yellow. She is said to have 
remarked in the printed letter 
that such a color was ‘very ap- 
propriate to the Confederate 
cause,” 

When asked where Mys, 
Maugans was and if she would 
be present at the mass meeting, 
the chief of police replied: 
She just left the city a few min 
utes ago in an automobile for 
Ohio, therefore she will not be 
at the mass meeting tonight.” 

Mrs, Maugans, with her hus- 
band, came to Hufaula about 
fifteen years ago. She is a 
native of Degrafie, Ohio,

The two little sons of Mr. 
and Mrs. Cancel Sasser, Fulton 
and Wilson, aged eleven and 
nine, respectively, were instant- 
ly killed by lightning Thursday 
afternoon of last week. The 
two little boys were hoeing by 
themselves in a field about a 
half mile from their home 
when a cloud arose about 2:30 
in the afternoon. Finding 
they would not reach home be- 
fore the rain they made their 
way to a little cotton house in 
the field. Out from the cotton 
house a few feet stood a per- 
simmon tree. It is supposed 
that the two little boys were 
just passing under this tree, 
one on each side, when the 
lightning struck the tree and 
killed them instantly—one lay 
seven feet from the tree and 
the other only five feet—both 
face down The little fellows 
lay there from about 2:30 un- 
til sundown that afternoon be- 
fore they were discovered. 

Their father was working in 
another field that afternoon 
and when he completed his 
work it was getting late. The 
little boys had not come to the 
house and he told his wife he 
would go and tell them it was 
time to quit.

swer. He looked for them and

the bodies of the two little boys 
were taken up by friends and 
earried to the home of their 
comfortless parents. 

While dressing them, it is 
said, the picture of the persim- 
mon tree was noticed to be 
plainly stamped on both of 
their bodies, as plain as the 
tree stood itself. They were 
placed in the same coffn and 
laid to rest in Old New Hope 
cemetery near Green Bay, Fri- 
day afternoon. 

The little boys were the old- 
est of the children, and the on- 
ly boys. They left their fath- 
ev, mother and six little sistres 
to mourn their loss. A large 
concourse of sorrowing friends 
shocked by the tragedy, wit- 
nessed the last sad rites at the 
cemetery Friday afternoon.

Farm Bureau Cotton Associa- 
‘ion realized a larger net prof- 
it in the cooperative sale of 
their staple this year than 
chose of any other state asso- 
tiation. Though the volume

organization was less than in 
wy of the other twelve soutl- 
rn states the business was 
more economically handled 
ind to a greater advantage to 
the farmers. 

These were the _ significant 
statements of C. O. Moser of 
Dallas, Texas, secretary of the 
\merican Cotton Growers Ex- 
thange, who spent Monday in 
Montgomery. 

Secretary Moser was here to 
confer with officials of the Ala- 
bama Farm Bureau Federation 
and the Farm Bureau Cotton 
Association on plans for the 
to be launched through the 
fourth of July. 

He left Monday night for 
Mississippi and Louisiana, clos- 
ing his tour of the twelye 
southern states which will be 
included in the campaign. Af- 
ter concluding his conference 
in Montgomery Secretary Mo- 
ser had completed his tour of 
ten of the states and was en- 
thusiastic in his comparisons of 


Alabama organizations. 

“T find that the eatton ayso- 
ciation and the farm bureau of 
Alabama are being managed 
by men of exceptional business 
ability and high standard of 
character,” said Mr. Moser. 
“Results of the first year of 
your organization are marve- 
lous. Though the volume of 
cotton handled by the associa- 
tion is smaller than in any 
other state already organized 
and considering the fact that 
the association is just closing 
its first year, it is pleasing to 
note the great economy of 
handling and the large net 
profit returned to the individ- 
ual farmers.” 

Secretary Moser said that 
eight states already have been 
organized for the handling of 
cotton and that four others will 
be added in the coming drive 
to begin July 4. He said that 
all the twelve states are res- 
ponding enthusiastically to the 
plans for the membership cam- 
paign but none more enthusi- 
astically or intelligently than 
is Alabama.
